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RIGHTS OF THE FILIPINOS! 


Col. Bryan Declares They Are Identical 
With the Rights Accorded the 
Cubans. 


KNOXVILLE, Tenyp., June 23.—The 6ent!- 
nel prints a letter addressed to it by Col. 
Ww. J. Bryan. tn which he expresses his 
views upon the relations of the Filipinos 
and the Cubans and thelr rights, It is as 


follows 

“I believe that the rights of the Filipinos 
and the rights of the Cubans are identical.

The troubles in China can hardly be confined to China. It 
will be difficult to prevent the war begun under the walis of 
Pekin from spreading indefinitely.

The Greek, Pericles, did this, as did Washington and 
Lincoln. The call for such character is a thousand times 
more imperative now than ever before. Will it be answered?
